For Sale: A commercially manufactured 8-3/4" tall rack mount power supply 
that originally was designed to provide -750VDC at 300 mA continuous with 
866A rectifiers. I have rewired the unit to put out a positive voltage 
with respect to ground. 


The transformer has primary taps that allow it to accept 
105/115/210/220/230 60 Hz AC. The secondary has 750V and 950V taps on 
either side of the center tap. By moving from the 750V taps to the 950V 
taps and using 1N2637's in lieu of 866a's, I get about 1050-1100 VDC out 
(no load). The unit is metered (1KVDC and 300 mA full scale), however the 
transformer is rated at 360 mA and the 10H choke at 350 mA. Two oil 
filled caps of 2 uF each form a capacitive input filter. There is plenty 
of open space on the chassis if you want to add more capacitance. 


The unit has sockets for two time delay relays, a 115N8 and a 115N120, 
although the 115N120 is missing. I don't think the missing relay effects 
the HV operation as I just now noticed that it wasn't there. The power 
supply uses Amphenol connectors. I have the matching male connector for 
the AC input but not for the others which are 11 pin and 3 pin units. 
There is also a filament transformer with a winding for the 866A's (I have 
disconnected this winding from the 866A sockets) and two 6.5V windings (1 
and 2 Amps) and a 7.5V winding (current unknown). The unit is interlocked 
and fused both on the AC input and on the HV output. 


I will sell this power supply complete (with or without the 1N2637's) or I 
will sell the HV transformer and choke as a pair. By the way, the 
transformer and choke are hermetically sealed UTC units. If the existing 
output voltage is not what you need, by moving the input and output taps 
around and/or making it a choke input filter, you can vary the output 
voltage to almost anywhere between 1050VDC and about 650VDC. The power 
supply weighs 57 pounds without the 1N2637's. I would guess that the 
transformer and choke probably weigh 40 pounds total.

Without 1N2637's, $99 
Transformer and Choke, $69 (I will NOT sell these separately).

I had the rare good fortune to meet Bengt Svensson last weekend 


Encounter was AWA national in Rochester.
